THE SPECIAL SENSES 


Man is primarily a creature of sensation and these sensations come 
to him through special sense organs which refer stimuli to the appro- 
priate brain centers, We are all familiar with the ie Senses: the 
senses of sight, hearing, touch, taste, and smell; however, man possesses 
other special senses such as the temperature sense, muscle sense and 
so on. Certain senses are more useful than others; thus, in man, the 
sense of sight is the most important. Probably [5 per cent of all that 
we learn, we learn through this one special channel. In man, the sense 
of smell is rather poor and is certainly inferior to that of the dog. It 
has been estimated that as high as 85 per cent of all the movements 
made by our muscles depend upon seeing. Muscular response depends 
to a large extent upon vision, or upon seeing. 

In simplest forms of life, no special sense organs ‘vere developed. 
The amoeba needed no special organ of sight, because the whole body 


was all eye. However, with more complicated development, we find that ‘ 
life in certain forms depends wpon specialization of vells, and certain \ 
cells specialize, taking over the work of seeing, becoming the organ iy 
of sight. Ii man, the organ of sight is the eye and the eye is the only 4 
part of the human body which sees; just as the ear is the part which ' 


hears. The sense of touch is more widely distributed than the other 
senses and nerve endings which enable us to distinguish touch are y 
distributed over a great deal of the skin surface. 

A sense organ is so constructed that it will r spond to its own 


sound and so on. Each sense organ is made up of three parts. First, 
is the outer organ itself which responds to the etiniulus, next this 
timulus is carried inward over a nerve path which conducts it to the 
third part, which is a special center in the brain where those particular 
pues ages are handled, It is the brain center which devs the real feeling, 
he yeal perceiving. A stimulus reaches the sense wegen but this is 
r formed by the brain center into a sensation. ” 
It is interesting to nole that the sense organs receive sigmuli, 
ay because, like all other cells in the body, they are cupable of being 
irritated, Irritability is the primal attribute ef a cell. The kind of 
irritability depends upon the kind of sense organ thus the eye is 
irritable to light, the ear to sound and so on, The nerves of the special 
sense orgens are so highly specialized that they respond to ahy 
irritation by their own particular, inherent kind of sensation. This f 
irritation may consist of trauma or injury. For example, any irritation 
of the optic nerve, or of the seeing nerve, will make von see light. You 
may be in a totally darkened room and vet if you strike your eye by 
burnping it on a door, the blow will make you see colored lights. or. 
stars. The optic nerve will resvond to irritation by making you see a 
light. The auditory nerve, or the nerve which does the hearing, may 
bo irriteted by toxic material in the blood -and vou will then hear 
sounds. For example, when you have a cold. and the germs are pvro- 
ducing toxic substances which are picked up bv the bloodstream, these 
substances will irritate the hearing nerve ant you will hear brazing 
sounds, or ringing noises in your ears.

AROLD 8S. VANDERBILT be- 

longs to a family that is tra- 
dition in America, one of the old- 
est, wealthiest and most cultured 
strains in the nation. The name 
Vanderbilt is heard everywhere. 
and the family plays an always- 
important part in the United 
States, yet not much is known 
about Harold S. Vanderbilt. When 
he breaks out in the news we re- 
alize that, although we all know 
he is around, none of us has much 
idea of what he’s like.

Most of the descendants of the 
wealthy spend their time in Eu- 
rope, and allow their banks to 
clip stock and bond coupons for 
them, but Vanderbilt has shown 
that he takes a real interest in 
business affairs and intends to be 
an integral part in the adminis- 
tration of the family name and 
fortune. 

Harold 8S. is not all business, 
however. He is one of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of yacht 
racing in the world. When a child 
at Newport he became fascinated 
by sailing boats, and he has fol- 
lowed the sport ever since, Dur- 
ing the war he was a naval lieu- 
tenant, and this training further 
readied him for the remarkable 
series of cups he has won in re- 
cent years. He won the Astor cup 
in 1922, 1925 and 1932, and two 
of his boats, the -Enterprise in 
1930 and the Rainbow in 1934, 
won the America’s cup races. Last 
August he won the historic King’s 
cup with the Prestige.

OU can do exciting things for
